REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior arts of record does not disclose a method for automatically identifying a 
fiber type in an optically amplified fiber optic span. The method comprises: obtaining a 
spectral power profile near a transmit and receive amplifiers; determining the measured 
score based on the spectral loss profile; comparing the measured score with a known 
identification scores in a lookup table as claimed in claims 1,13. 

Prior arts of record does not disclose a method for automatically identifying a 
fiber type in an optically amplified fiber optic span. The method comprises: measuring a 
first spectral profile; applying a Raman pump laser to the system; measuring the second 
spectral profile; determining the measured score; comparing the measured score with a 
known identification scores in a lookup table as claimed in claim 7.
